Tree Trimmer 
Position Filled 

D'uo to the resignation of 
Bill Trimble, Tree Trimmer, 
the forepart of January of 
this year, the City Council 
ordered the immediate re¬ 
cruitment of personnel for 
his replacement. 

Ten applications were re¬ 
ceived, of these three quali¬ 
fied and were given a prac¬ 
tical field tost by the Parks 
and Recreation Director, 
Steven Renfro. 

After review by the 
City Administrator Norman 
Boehm, Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Commissioin Chairman 
Joe Grippi, with Steven Ren¬ 
fro as advisor, the three 
recommended' that Carl Sim¬ 
mons bo appointed to the 
position of Tree Trimmer for 
the City of Sierra Madre at 
a salary range of $608 to 
$7.39 a month. The City 
Council made the appoint¬ 
ment effective February 1, 
1971.

In northern' Europe the 
dog had become a compan¬ 
ion cf man at the latest by 
about 6,000 B.C. No doubt 
the dog was employed in 
hunting and proved useful 
ns a scavenger in many 
ways, as the living .sites of 
early man were littered with 
the remains of meals. 

The domestication of ani¬ 
mals for use as fooid and 
for use in making clothing 
like the growing of grass 
and grains was a gradual 
process. When a point was 
rcaclied when the food o'b- 
taned was more than the 
minimum required to feed 
the population it was then 
that a permanent settle¬ 
ment became po.ssible. 

The goat is believed to bo 
the earliest ruminant to be 
domesticated'. It is also pos¬ 
sible that the goat and 
sheep wore domesticated si¬ 
multaneously in Persia and 
also in Palc.stine. In time, 
however, the sheep got the 
'Upper hand because the 
meat is tastier, less taugh, 
and because it produces 
both fat and wool. The ogat 
was an importa.nt factor in 
areas where pasture was 
scarce as this animal was 
able to live under condi¬ 
tions which id'id not suit 
sheep and provided milk. 

As a prodaicer of raw ma¬ 
terials, the goat is less im¬ 
portant than the sheep. Its 
skin has been used since 
time immemorial for water 
containers, but it does not 
supply fat and a good qual¬ 
ity of wool for clothing. It 
is possible that the goat 
was .so important to begin 
with becau.se it was the ori¬ 
ginal milk-producer. How¬ 
ever, its lusefulness declined 
when' cattle were domesti¬ 
cated. 

Sheep-herding and breed¬ 
ing had begun i.n northern 
Persia by 6000 B.C. The con¬ 
trol of sheep may have bee.n 
earlier than this in the 
plains where man an'd dog 
might have been able to 
co,ntrol their movements. Be¬ 
fore domestication began 
fat bad to be obtained from 
game animals, but with the 
domestication of sheep it 
■became available in practi¬ 
cally any quantity required'. 
Sheep fat was later replaced 
by vegetable oils. 

The use of wool was prob¬ 
ably discovered when the 
peculiar molting of the 
sheep in large patches was 
observed by the first domes- 
ticators. It would have been 
easy to make sheets of felt 
from such material and felt- 
making has remained an 
important i.ndiistry in many 
parts of central Asia. Spin¬ 
ning and weaving were 
probably first practiced wnth 
vegetable materials.

It Is a tradition of long standing that government, at 
all its levels, is a hoarder of paper. Paper records that 
fill room after room. 

To its great credit, the State of California has done 
something about it. According to a report from Depart¬ 
ment of General Services director Charles E. Dixon, this 
is the first time that the cubic footage of storage space 
for records has declined since they first started stoiing 
them. 

Storage totals, Dixon says, have been mounting at a 
rate of approximately 6 per cent annually, a yearly addi¬ 
tion of about (W,000 cubic fi'ot. Translated into dollars tliis 
meant a yearly additional cost to the taxpayers of more 
than $,340,0(K), 

A four-year program initiated by DGS, however, has 
made it possible for various state departments to deter¬ 
mine what rwords can be dostroyiKl, what should be kept 
in offices, and what can bo assigned to low cost record 
centers. 

As a result, 1970’s total volume of state records de- 
ereasixl 2,400 cubic feet, A large volume of the records 
are kept stored in record centers at a twentieth of the pre¬ 
vious cost. 

For the taxpayers that’s a welcome and profitable 
switch on the old story of a federal bureaucrat who ap¬ 
proved destruction of a great part of the files, just so 
long as they were copied in triplicate.

The Southern California 
Association of Gov'ernments 
will hold its semi-annual 
meeting on February 10 and 
11 at the Newporter Inn in 
Newport Beach. Sierra Madre 
will be represented by Mayor 
Rule and other Council mem¬ 
bers.

In addition, the California State 
Department of Fish and Game made 
its own study of the same marine 
area in 1969. The Department 
concluded that the nuclear unit’s 
operation did not appear to have an 
adverse effect on the near-shore 
marine environment. 

Based on these and other facts, we 
believe nuclear plants are a safe and 
sensible way to generate electricity. 
Clean, too. Since there’s no 
combustion in a nuclear reactor, no 
by-products of combustion are 
released into the atmosphere. 

At Edison, we plan to rely more 
and more on nuclear power to meet
